STABILIZE FARM 
PRICES, BUREAU 
HERE SUGGESTS 

30 Attend Policy 
Development Meet 
Here On Saturday 

The Morgan County Farm Bu¬ 
reau at its “grass roots” policy 
development meeting here last 
Saturday enacted resolutions rec¬ 
ommending continuance of the 90 
percent parity price support and 
acreage control program for bur- 
ley tobacco, continuance of the 
Soil Conservation Service, ex¬ 
change of foreign students, stable 
farm prices, and stricter state 
laws on livestock sanitary inspec¬ 
tion and marketing. 

About 30 farmers attended the 
meeting, one of hundreds being 
held throughout the farm belt to 
determine what the farmers want 
in new federal farm legislation. 
Ezra Bach, president of the coun¬ 
ty group, presided. 

Resolutions enacted here will 
be sent to the State Farm Bureau 
Federation to guide it in drafting 
State resolutions to be sent to 
Secretary of Agriculture Benson 
and the Congress. 

The local farm bureau took no 
stand in the National Barm Bu¬ 
reau Federation’s announced plan 
for a flexible farm price support 
law as opposed to a set parity 
price support. The local resolu¬ 
tions asked only for “a program 
to stabilize farm prices.” 

The resolutions, in brief, set 
out— 

1. Retain the present 90% par¬ 
ity price support and acreage al¬ 
lotment program for burley to¬ 
bacco. 

2. Continue the federal govern¬ 
ment’s program of exchanging 
students with foreign countries 
as a method of furthering world 
peace. 

3. Formulate a program that 
will stabilize farm prices. 

4. Continue the Soil Conserva¬ 
tion Program as a means of aid¬ 
ing farmers in conserving their 
soil and water resources. 

5. Continue and expand the 
agricultural research and educa¬ 
tion program. 

6. Strengthen State laws pro¬ 
viding sanitation inspection of 
livestock, and laws requiring 
livestock markets and weighmen 
be bonded to insure farmers fair 
buying and guaranteed payment 
for livestock. 

Wheat Growers Must 
Get PMA Approval 

Farmers planning to seed wheat 
this fall for use as green manure, 
for winter cover, or hay should 
request prior approval at Produc¬ 
tion and Marketing Administra¬ 
tion county offices in order to 
avoid possible marketing quota 
penalties, PMA officials said here 
today. 

Upon approval by county PMA 
committees, wheat may be seeded 
and used for these purposes with¬ 
out penalty. 

Without such approval, wheat 
seeded for all purposes will be 
considered in determining mar¬ 
keting quota penalties and wheat 
price support eligibility. 

Morgan Polio Patient 
Is Slightly Improved 

Condition of Mrs. Lavelle Nick- 
ell, 20, of Nickell who developed 
polio Oct. 6, was described as 
slightly improved by St. Joseph 
Hospital attaches in Lexington 
where she is hospitalized in the 
isolation ward. Doctors said she 
has some paralysis in both legs 
but that she will improve, how¬ 
ever to what extent they are not 
certain. The Morgan County In¬ 
fantile Paralysis chapter has been 
called upon to aid in the cost of 
special treatment of the patient, 
the first polio victim in Morgan 
this year.

Blankenship, Cecil 
I Attend Land Bank 
Meeting Oct. 20-21 

L. W. Blankenship, of Hazel 
Green, Ky. and E. A. Cecil of 
Murphy Fork, Ky., will represent 
the Eastern Kentucky National 
Farm Loan Association at the Anr 
uual Federal Land Bank Share¬ 
holders’ Conference at Louisville 
on October 20-21, announces Ed. 
D. Holbrook, secretary-treasures 
of the association. They are di¬ 
rectors of the association. 

Purpose of the meeting is to 
give delegates from all the na¬ 
tional farm loan associations in 
i Ohio, Indiana, Kentucky and 
Tennessee first hand reports on 
the business and financial con¬ 
dition of the Federal Land Bank 
of Louisville from the bank’s ex¬ 
ecutive officers and to give the 
association a part in planning its 
loan service to farmers. The 
Federal Land Bank’s $5,000,000 
of capital stock is owned cooper¬ 
atively by the National farm loan 
associations in direct proportion 
to the amount of stock each 
farmer has in his local NFLA. 

PERKINS SPEAKS 

HERE ON MONDAY 

_ * 

Congressman Carl D. Perkins 
addressed a crowded courtroom of 
Morgan citizens here Monday af¬ 
ternoon in the interest of the 
Democratic party and Austin Hill, 
its nominee for county clerk. 

Circuit Judge John A. Keck in¬ 
troduced Perkins as one of the 
nation’s young and most progres¬ 
sive Congressmen and a friend of 
REA, PMA and the Soil Conser¬ 
vation Service. Judge Keck also 
strongly endorsed the candidacy 
of Hill and urged Morgan citi¬ 
zens to vote “yes” on amendment 
No. 1 so that State school funds 
may be distributed on the basis 
of need and thus provide equal 
educational advantages in the 
mountain counties, as compared 
to Bluegrass and city schools. 
Perkins also told the voters pas¬ 
sage of the amendment will aid 
schools in rural and mountain 
sections and urged them to vote 
“yes” on the proposal Nov. 3. 

Perkins urged voters to help 
elect a Democratic Congress next 
year and save “our farm pro¬ 
gram, REA and co-op phone sys¬ 
tems” which he said the present 
administration is "trying to scut¬ 
tle.” We can start this by elect¬ 
ing young Democrats at our court 
houses, he said in endorsing Hill 
for clerk. 

Declaring the present national 
administration has no farm pro¬ 
gram, Perkins said farm prices 
are still going down and the cost 
of living *s still going up, and as 
a result the farmer is in a squeeze 
that is bankrupting many of the 
smaller ones. 

AREA PASTORS 
IN MEET HERE 

Ministers and lay leaders of 
the Christian churches of Dis¬ 
tricts 13 and 14 met in West Lib¬ 
erty last Frdiay night to make 
plans for a state-wide program 
of evangelism. 

The program, as adopted at the 
State Convention in Corbin, was 
presented by Rev. Penniston, 
West Liberty pastor. An effort is 
being made to have every Chris¬ 
tian church in the state partici¬ 
pate in this program. 

Each district will be divided in 
two sections. During the first 
period of evangelism, March 7- 
14, the ministers of churches in 
group A will be in churches of 
group B. During the second per¬ 
iod, April 4-11, the procedure will 
be reversed. 

The Bayne Driskell plan of 
Comprehensive Evangelism will 
be used. This plan includes all 
known methods of evangelism. It 
consists of fellowship evangelism, 
education evangelism, visitation 
evangelism and mass evangelism, 
or preaching. 

As developed by Mr. Driskell, 
former State Evangelist of Texas, 
the plan consists of four steps, 
prayer, cultivation, intensive vis¬ 
itation and preaching. 

The following churches were 
represented at Friday’s meeting: 
Davsboro, Hazard, Catlettsburg, 
Louisa, Old Grassy, and West 
Liberty. Pikeville and Hazel 
Green were unable to be present 
for the meeting but have made 
arrangements to study these plans 
at a later date. Rev. Penniston 
and Rev. Orville Skeen, Pikeville, 
Joint directors of these two dis¬ 
tricts, will be spending consider¬ 
able time the next few months 
visiting the churches, explaining 
the plan further and helping 
them set up their meetings. 

A follow-up meeting of min¬ 
isters of these districts will be 
held November 12 at West Lib¬ 
erty. At this time a definite ex¬ 
change of ministers will be 
worked out and times set during 
which each church will partici¬ 
pate in this program. The wo¬ 
men of the local church will pro¬ 
vide a noon meal for this meet¬ 
ing.

PAINTSVILLE 
12-12 FRIDAY 

Blue Devils To 
Play Wurtland 
Friday At 2 p.m. 

Morgan County and Paintsville 
played to a 12-12 deadlock in a 
non-conference game here last 
Friday with Morgan’s fullback 
Dale Dehart tying the score on a 
25-yard end sweep in the last two 
minutes of play. 

Morgan County out-rushed the 
visitors 284 to 174 yards but 
trailed in first downs 10-8. The 
game was a hard-fought and rug¬ 
ged encounter but both teams 
took equal losses in penalties— 
45 yards. 

Paintsville took a halftime lead 
of 6-0 on quarterback Joe Kirk’s 
2-yard plunge, and added another 
in the third quarter on a pass 
from Irvin Franklin to end Jim 
Colvin who scampered the re¬ 
maining 10 yards to pay dirt. 

Early in the third period Mor¬ 
gan’s quarterback, Richie Stacy 
on a quarterback sneak got away 
for a 60-yard run and evaded all 
tacklers to score Morgan County’s 
first touchdown. 

Late in the last quarter, after 
each team had lost the ball twice 
on downs in hard playing, Paints¬ 
ville punted to Morgan’s 5. Hill 
and Dehart reeled off a first 
down, and then Dehart got 9 and 
14 on the next couple of plays, 
and Stacy carried it to the 50. On 
the next two plays Dehart swept 
both ends to place the ball on 
Paintsville’s 15, and on the third 
play got away around left end for 
the final touchdown. But Dehart’s 
valiant plunge for the extra point 
that would have meant victory 
was stopped by the Johnson 
countians’ foreward wall. 

'Morgan County played Paints¬ 
ville’s heavier gridders without 
the services of three regular line¬ 
men and their 12-12 score and 
284-174-yard rushing advantage 
indicates the fine team they 
really are. 

Morgan will play at Wurtland 
Friday at 2 p.m. Eastern time. 
Catlettsburg will invade West 
Liberty the following Friday.

40 Attend Writers’ Conference In 

West Liberty Saturday Afternoon 


Avery T. Ferguson, 52, of Muses 
Mills, Fleming county, died Oct. 
5 in a West Liberty hospital of a 
heart ailment. 

Mr. Ferguson was a son of the 
late W. M. and Laura Branner 
Ferguson, natives of the Elkfork 
section of Morgan county, who 
moved to Muses Mills in 1869. 
His grandfather was John W. 
Ferguson of Morgan. 

Mr. Ferguson suffered a heart 
attack in Morehead Oct. 3 and 
was brought to the hospital here 
where he later suffered a second 
attack that proved fatal. 

He lived in Morehead for 20 
years, where he operated the 
Yellow Cab Co. He was the only 
brother of John N. Ferguson, 
Sandy Hook funeral director. 
Other survivors are his wife, Mrs. 
Pearl Butler Ferguson and a 
daughter, Mrs. Faye Hamilton 
of Maysville. 

Funeral was conducted at the 
St. John Christian church at 
Muses Mills where he was bur¬ 
ied. His father had given the 
land on which the St. John church 
and cemetery are located. 


Mrs. Higbee Speaks; 
Plans Made To Form 
Pen Woman Branch 

Approximately forty people at¬ 
tended the Writers’ Conference 
here Saturday afternoon and 
heard Mrs. Alma Robison Higbee 
of Lathrop, Missouri, famous poet, 
author and lecturer who was born 
and reared at Yocum, a rural 
community seven miles northwest 
of West Liberty, explain the art 
of writing. 

John D. Engle, Jr., Lexington, 
who is instructor in English and 
Journalism at Lafayette High 
school and who also was bom and 
reared at Yocum, presided at the 
conference and introduced Mrs. 
Higbee. Previous to his introduc¬ 
tion of Mrs. Higbee, he introduced 
each person present, and, in the 
case of the writers present, told 
the accomplishments of each. He 
also read a number of poems 
written by Mrs. Higbee. 

Mr. Engle then expressed to the 
group what Mrs. Higbee had 
meant to him, and the help he 
obtained from her early in his 
writing career. He concluded his 
remarks by presenting to the 
audience “Alma Robison Higbee 
of Kansas and Yocum.” 

Mrs. Higbee endeared herself 
to the audience with her first re¬ 
mark: “When Johnny introduced 
me as being from Kansas and 
Yocum—Yocum comes first.” 

She then told the group that 
during a talk with Gladys Mac- 
Alister, associate editor of YOU, 
a few years ago, Miss MacAlister 
told her that “that boy (Engle) 
has more promise than any young 
writer I have seen in my day.” 

“You can be a tool in the hands 
of the real Creator,” she said dur¬ 
ing her talk. “And write to sell 

Employment Service 
To Discontinue Visit 
To Counties In Area 

Effective Nov. 1, the Morehead 
office of Employment Service at 
Morehead will be closed as rec¬ 
ommended by the Federal Bureau 
of Employment Security. 

In order to render a minimum 
service to the counties compris¬ 
ing the Morehead area, a full- 1 
time itinerant point will be es¬ 
tablished in the city of Morehead 
to which applicants and claimants 
of Bath, Menifee, Elliott, Morgan, 
and Rowan counties can report 
for the purpose of filing claims 
for Unemployment Insurance and 
required employment application 
process. 

The itiherant service now fur¬ 
nished to West Liberty, French- 
burg, and Owingsville will be 
abolished. Claimants at these 
points will be advised to report 
to the Morehead itinerant office 
located in the city of Morehead.

your State in an uplifting way.” 
One of the reasons why she be¬ 
came a writer, she explained, 
was because too many writers had 
“poked ”fun at the mountain 
people of Kentucky. “When I 
read some of the pieces about 
mountaineers, it made me heart¬ 
sick, and I would sit down and 
write a poem or story which I 
thought would show my people 
as sturdy, intelligent—the best 
people in the world.” 

She continued by saying when 
she was at Yocum she carried one 
end of a crosscut saw, and it was 
heavy until I learned to work 
with the saw. The same is true 
in writing—work with your tools 
and use your tools to advantage.” 

She gave some helpful hints to 
I beginning writers. First, she ex- 
j plained, make your manuscript a 
window dressing for the editor; 
use the best paper you can af¬ 
ford, and keep the copy neat; 
more editors will buy poetry that 
is universal in appeal, with strong 
reader identification; do not send 
a letter to the editor along with 
your poems: in a short story, use 
as few characters as possible; 
in all phases of writing, particu¬ 
larly poetry, learn technique so 
that it becomes natural, then for¬ 
get it. 

Mrs. Higbee stressed the im- 
j portance of each writer making 
a market book for himself. 

Midway during the afternoons 
proceedings, the poetry panelists 
assembled themselves around a 
table and answered various ques¬ 
tions asked by the audience. The 
co-panelists were Mrs. Higbee, 
Mr. Engle, Sylvia Auxier of Pike¬ 
ville and Katherine .'McClure 
Amyx of Grassy Creek. Their 
advice ranged from getting out 
of bed in the middle of the night 
to jot down an idea, to the ad-

BIG FORESTFiRE 
BURNS NEAR TOWN 


A forest fire which started 
Wednesday at the city dump at 
the mouth of Elkfork and burned 
over about a hundred acres of 
land on the Rett Brown farm was 
thought to be under control on 
Thursday morning. However, at 
about noon fire from a dead tree 
near a barn which was endanger¬ 
ed. was blown into the hills and 
a new fire started which became 
uncontrollable and spread over 
the hill into Dry branch and up 
the hill to the C. K. Stacy farm. 

Several buildings and three to¬ 
bacco barns were threatened. 

Forest Warden Virgil Lewis 
and a crew of men began fighting 
against the spreading flames late 
Thursday evening and had clean¬ 
ed a path near the Jim Whitt 
place and burned the grass and 
bushes so the property was not 
so seriously endangered. 

Jim Whitt also had a bam and 
tobacco on the Bellamy branch 
and the fires were making head¬ 
way toward that section. 

About three hundred acres have 
been burned over and three hun¬ 
dred more threatened.

Motif of Harvest Time in the Hills Carried Out at Club’s Fall Banquet 


“We’ve got to get back to the 
fundamentals of early America, 
to the imagination and the old 
time religion of our parents and 
grandparents in order to under¬ 
stand and appreciate our great 
heritage in this good land,” Mrs. 
Alma Robison Higbee told the 
Morgan County Woman’s Club at 
its fall banquet here last Satur¬ 
day evening. 

Seventy-two club women and 
guests attended the banquet, 
which was held in the social hall 
of the Methodist church. 

Mrs. Higbee, a native of Yecum, 
was back in her native hills after 
ar, absence of 30 years. An author 
and lecturer of note. Mrs. Higbee 
now lives in Missouri and Is a 
past president of the National 
League of Pen Women and editor 
of Pen Woman magazine. 

The banquet, one of the most 
artistic and delightful given here, 
carried out the flavor of harvest- 
time in the hills, embodying an 
appropriate and hearty wel¬ 
come to the guest speaker 

Speaking from a heart that, af¬ 
ter long years of homesickness, 
bespoke deep emotion and joy at 
being back home in the hills of 
Kentucky at harvest time in Oc¬ 
tober, Mrs. Higbee said, “The 
road out that I traveled has been 
30 years long; but the road that 
leads out also leads back. And,” 
she nearly whispered, “coming 
back has been so much more 
wonderful. 

"Everything is here yet—the 
same kindly people, the same 


warm greetings: plus some chang¬ 
es, but the changes have been for 
the better,” she said. 

"As the years over the path¬ 
way from childhood get longer, 
the things of old get nearer,” she 
philosophized. 

Then, reminiscing of her child¬ 
hood experiences at Yocum and 
how they had helped her in her 
writing, she said, “I feel words 
have flavor, scent, shape and so 
forth. Why, I can remember how 
grandma’s home smelled! And, 
there was a sulphur spring at 
Yocum in my childhood, that had 
been chipped out of solid rock by 
Tillman A. Lewis in long days 
of toil, just before he went away 
to the Civil War, with water so 
sweet as honey. And it’s still 
there today—a monument to the 
enduring faith of our ancestors. 
That’s the story that will tell 
people of the heritage of moun¬ 
tain men.” 

Recounting the meager neces¬ 
sities that her mother and grand¬ 
mother were content to live with, 
winter-locked by mud roads, she 
explained that our pioneer fore¬ 
bears had the imagination to de¬ 
vise make-do items, and declared. 
“They were the ones who had 
imagination—we just followed. 
We don’t have half the imagina¬ 
tion of our grandmothers. We 
need to go back to the good old 
days, some of the old time ways, 
to get inspiration and guidance. 
Everything comes so easy for us 
today; we’re so busy life is stale. 
We got too far away from God; 


we’ve forgotten about the old 
time religion our parents had. 
We’ve got to get back to the fun¬ 
damentals of early America—and 
you can help by telling that story 
of our mountain parents and 
grandparents. 

“Everyone who has a df '-c to 
write can write,” she di 'ared. 
“They should learn tec iique 
first, then forget it and rite; 
they should make friends with 
words, words that revive r < lo¬ 
ries and sensations; and 1 ev 
should love people, for you id 
a story in everything. Even b > ty 
has a heartache; if you can w e 
something that touches them, i - 
member it’s good to help some¬ 
one. 

“One person, one heart > t 
have touched and healed 
worth all the labor, all the mi'-' I 
night oil you consume in pro 
ducing manuscripts,” she said. 

The motif of harvesttime in t v j 
hills was artistically and ruatic- 
ally carried out in decorations of 
fall flowers, forest leaves of man’ 
colors, pumpkins, gourds, bitter¬ 
sweet, etc. and the program, 
menu and music accentuated the 
theme. 

Bernard E. Whitt, in his own 
inimitatible style, acted as toast¬ 
master, and at the conclusion of 
Mrs. Higbee’s speech, presented 
her a cardboard box of wild fruit, 
quoting as he did so Mrs Hig¬ 
bee’s poem, “The Tang of Wild 
Things” from her book Sunmark 
on the Sill. The box contained 
paw-paws, wild crabapples. 


mountain tea, persimmons, buck- 
berries, moss, etc. which, Mr. 
Whitt said, “I gathered while out 
hunting,” adding “I liked that 
poerfi about the tang of wild 
fruit.” 

Mrs. C. K. Stacy in introducing 
the speaker said Mrs. Higbee as 
a girl at Yocum saw beauty in the 
hill country and revered the hum¬ 
ble yet stem character of Morgan 
county people. “She resolved 
some day she would tell that 
story, would sing a song of 
mountain people and paint them 
as heroes of America. And, in 
Missouri she told that story in 
elegant words. Tonight she is 
here; she has returned to the hills 
she loved,” Mrs. Stacy concluded. 

Further accentuating the theme 
Mrs. Anne Gullett read Jesse 
Stuart’s now near-immortal poem 
“Kentucky Is My Land.” And

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TACKETT MURDER 
BILL DISMISSED 
IN COURT HERE 

Judge Keck Names 
Jury Commission 
For Coming Year 

The murder charge against 
William Tackett, Morehead res¬ 
taurant operator, for the slaying 
of Pearl Fitch, 42, of Knott coun¬ 
ty, was dismissed in Morgan cir¬ 
cuit court here Wednesday on 
motion of the Commonwealth be¬ 
cause of lack of sufficient evi¬ 
dence. 

Fitch’s body was found on 
Wrigley Hill eight miles north of 
here August 2, 1952. State Police 
later arrested Tackett, claiming 
| that he had brought Fitch from 
Rowan county to Morgan after 
shooting him. Fitch had worked 
for Tackett in Morehead and the 
two had had trouble before, of¬ 
ficers said. However, there were 
no witnesses. 

John Leroy Edmond, Fred Neal 
and Milton Spradlin of Cincin- 
natti, charged with breaking and 
entering the home of C. W. Bail¬ 
ey at Dingus three years ago, 
agreed to a five-year sentence and 
the sentence was probated.

During the first part of our 
summer vacation while driving 
west on highway 50 about eigh¬ 
teen miles east of Kansas City we 
saw a beautiful white tower ris¬ 
ing from the countryside. Im¬ 
mediately, I recognized the tower 
as a part of the Unity School of 
Christianity, and we decided to 
stop and take a tourist’s look at 
Unity Farm. 

We turned off the highway into 
the main entrance of the farm 
and found ourselves surrounded 
by long low buildings with red 
tile roofs which are constructed 
along architectural lines of the 
Italian Renissance. For a while 
we drove aimlessly about the 
grounds absorbing the striking 
beauty of the place, then we de¬ 
cided to find out if we were per¬ 
mitted to go to the top of the 
tower. 

Once inside the tower we dis¬ 
covered that the information 
booth was located there, and the 
lady at the desk asked us whom 
we wished to see. I mentioned 
the name of Gladys MacAlister 
whose name had appeared on a 
number of rejection letters and a 
few acceptance letters sent to me 
during the past few years. Im¬ 
mediately the lady at the desk 
made a call to the administration 
building opposite the tower and 
informed us that if we would 
walk to that building Miss Mac¬ 
Alister would meet us there. 

It was the first time I had met 
an editor who had accepted, as 
well as rejected, my poems. If 
all editors are as wonderful and 
friendly as those at Unity, be¬ 
ginning writers have nothing to 
fear from them. Miss MacAlister 
who is the associate editor of 
YOU, a magazine for young peo¬ 
ple, took us on a tour of much 
of the administration building 
We met James E. Sweaney, the 
editor of YOU; Jane Palmer, as¬ 
sociate editor of WEEKLY UN¬ 
ITY and editor of WEE WISDOM, 
and Lowell Fillmore, editor of 
WEEKLY UNITY and son of the 
founders of Unity. We were also 
taken to the library where the 
librarian showed me a record of 
my own poems and the dates of 
their publication. 

When Miss MacAlister had to 
return to work, she turned us 
over to a special guide who took j 
us through the printing plant 
where all the various magazines 
were in the process of being pub¬ 
lished. We were given sample 
copies of all the magazines. 

Next, we were taken by ele¬ 
vator to the top of Unity Tower 
from which we had a magnificent 
view of Unity Farm. Later, we 
drove to the swiming pool and 


looked at the lodge and the stu¬ 
dent cabins. Our visit at Unity 
was a pleasant one. We would 
have liked to spend more time 
at this place of inspiration and 
beauty, this thrivi ig community 
built on faith and service tooth¬ 
ers.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20—Clar¬ 
ence Manion, chairman of Presi¬ 
dent Eisenhower’s Intergovern¬ 
mental relations commission, said 
last night he thinks the Tennessee 
Valley Authority should be sold 
to private industry. 


Kentucky farmers have bor¬ 
rowed 17 percent more money 
from the Federal Land Bank 
during nine months of 1953 than 
they did in the corresponding 
period one year ago. 

These figures were revealed by 
M. S. Kennedy, president of the 
bank, in his report at the annual 
shareholders’ conference held in 
Louisville, October 20-21. Some 
200 farmer-directors of the na¬ 
tional farm loan associations in 
Ohio, Indiana, Kentucky and 
Tennessee were in attendance. 

Representing the Eastern Ken¬ 
tucky National Farm Loan Asso¬ 
ciation at the conference were L. 
W. Blankenship, Hazel Green, 
and E. A. Cecil, Murphy Fork. 

Federal Land Bank loans tot¬ 
aling $16,145,400 were made in 
the first nine months of this year, 
•Mr. Kennedy reported. At this 
rate the bank’s business for 1953 
will exceed any of its 36 years of 
operation except 1922 and 1934. 
Reasons given for the increase 
were the 4 percent interest rate 
maintained by the bank in the 
face of generally rising interest 
rates and the pinch farmers are 
feeling between lower commod¬ 
ity prices and higher operating 
costs.

Each panel member offered 
valuable tips for poetry writers. 

One interesting facet in Mrs 
Higbe’s poetry writing experi¬ 
ence was the way she revised a 
great number of poems about na¬ 
ture and sold them. “I love na¬ 
ture,” she said, “and much of my 
early poems were abstract pieces 
about trees, hills, etc. Few of 
these sold, until I went over all 
of them and tacked a “you and 
I” couplet at the end of each. 
Then they all sold.”
